Will Be Army Surgeon General 


An Indefensible Attitude. 


i Tlie position taken by the suffragists on the question of the 
income tax will fail to commend itself to all right thinking 
men and women. This is that taxation without representa- 
tion is tyranny, and that therefore any woman haying-an in- 
come affected by the new law will be morally justified; in fail- 
ing to comply with that 
law. 


'This is poor reasoning, if reasoning it can he called. It is 
the duty of all persons, whether having the franchise or not, to 
respect and obey,the laws of.the land. If.any law is unjust it 
, slvbuld be amended or repealed, not defied or evaded. ' 


^it is announced,by the Suffragists' Congressional union that 


it is not planned to organize widespread resistance to the in- 
come tax law, and yet coupled with this statement, is the 
declaration that the union will be in sympathy with any one 
making resistance to the collection of the tax, who has not the 
right of franchise. 


But why is the collection of a lax on incomes more unjust 


than the collection of taxes on real property? 
For years 


women have been paying taxes on real estate without 
com- 


plaint and with no thought of resisting the processes of the 
law, but now that a tax on incomes has been, provided for the 
claim is advanced that to collect'siich a tax without'ex'lehdmg; 
the ballot to women will be-unjust and tyrannical. 


But women are not alone .in having, to..submit to taxation 


without representation. Property is taxed in all parts of the 
country whose owners do not reside in the cities or towns 
where the property is located,'and who have nothing whalevei 
to say about how the tax money shall be expended. The prop 
erty of minors is taxed regardless of iheir inability, to vole, bu 
the benefits of government' a'lfchlve 
1 protection of; the laws aa 


extended to ail, and consequently all having taxable property 
or incomes should be willing to bear their share of the public 
expenses. 


To compare this resistance to the income tax on the part o 


women because they do not'-have the-ballot lo the "Bostoi 
tea parly," as some have been bold enough lo do, is a ver> 
weak effort to justify the action. The cases are by-no .mean; 
parallel and the suffragists will make a grave mistake if.they 
Convince themselves that they are and act upon that cqnvic- 
•lion. 


Mrs. Ella Spencer Mussey, honorary dean ol the Washing- 


ton C9llege ol Law, in commenting on the matter very sensi- 
bly says: "Women should remember that they have the pro- 
tection of the government, and it is only right that they should 
contribute lo the support of a system of. law and order in 
which they share the benefit." Mrs. Mussey further points 
out the inconsistency of the women who oppose the operation 
of the income tax law, the law having be'en enacted'with the 
aid of legislators from"stales where women have the ballot." 


The suffragists should think twice before deciding lo disre- 


- gard the law of (he land. Compliance with the law is not only 
•in line with good morals and good citizenship, but adds digni- 
ty and«strenglh to the efforts of those who seek the alteration 
or elimination of any 
law. 


An exchange says: "The public does not object lo good
